More Liberal
Loansby FH A
Said Assured

Granting of more liberal loan
commitments is the answer of
local lending institutions as well
as of the Federal Housing Ad-
ministration to the problem
brought about by. recent in-
creases  in  building material
prices and labor costs.

This was disclosed during the
past week by a survey of lend-
ing policies throughout the
Southland made under the di-
rection of F. W. Marlow, South-
ern California district director
of the FHA, in responsc to quer-
ies to the effect of rising con-
struction costs an residential
building activities hereabouts.

“Under provisions of Title Two,
of the National Housing Act,
the maximum
loaned is 80 percent of the com-
bined valuation of
building,- there being no ques-
tion of over or under improve-
ment, Marlow stated.
